termination, as though ambition, love, or tyran- 
ny yet burned in every toe; his hand still seems 
to gasp a hilt or cartel; the coat sets as 

it knew it had usurped the place of tunic, vest, 
or wobe; the very cravat dilates with the con- 
scims pride of ‘‘station.”” He looks at the pas- 
sere-by with the air of an old acquaintance—of 
one who has obliged them—suns himself in the 
faireyes that have wept at his “ serious busi- 
ness’’—and bathes his spirit in the dewy lips 
that have tittered at his comedy. Verily we 
hari seen a successful Actor air himself in the 
Park: we have seen him, whilst his inward man 
was wholly inebriated with the looks and ges- 
tures that he drew upon him! 

The vanity of our Actor is never more appa- 
rentthan in his benevolent custom of helping 
the ignorant dramatist whose creations he em- 
bodes: his philanthrophy is unbounded. Even 
the Bard of Avon's language sometimes gains 
correction and adornment. We once heard an 
Acter tag the exit of the starved Apothecary 
with an original interpolation. We should much 
like to have the measure of the importance of a 
poptlar Actor as taken by himself: it would be a 
curiesity forthe study of the contemplative. We 
remember one striking instance. A celebrated 
mitaic, a few seasons since, modestly expressed 
his hope that he might be the means of concili- 
ating one quarter of the world with England.— 
Only think of the comfortable state of that 
man’s niind, who, having rubbed a hare’s-foot 
overt his cheek and nose, thinks himself suffi- 
ciently important to form a connecting link be- 
tween Great Britain and America! 


This feeling, may, however, be reasonably ac- 





THE ACTOR. 

Perhaps Fortune does not buffet any set of | 
beings with more industry, and wittal less ef- 
fect than Actors. There inay be something in the 
habitual mutability of their feelings that evades 
the blow; they live, in a great measure, out of 
this dull sphere, ‘* which men call earth;’’ they 
assume the dress, the tone, the gait of emperors, 
kings, nobles; the world slides, and they mark 
it not. The Actor leaves his home, and forgets 
every domestic exigence in the temporé@y go- 
vernment of a state, or overthrow ofa tyrant; he 
is completely out of the real world until the 
dropping of the curtain. ‘The time likewise not 
spent on the stage is passed in preparation for 
the night; and thus the shafts of fate glance 
from our Actor like swan-shot from an elephant. 
If struck at all, the barb must pierce the bones, 
and quiver in the marrow. 

Let us instance an a..thor, who, by the aid of 
pen, ink, and paper—-implements for immortal- 
ity—mrakes him a world of his own, peoples it 
according to his desires, and lies basking be- 
neath the sky of summer-blue. Let us take 
Milton in his divine phrenzy, drawing ‘‘empyreal 
air;’’ let us contemplate him suddenly snatched 
from the heaven of heavens by a shrill warning 
from his landlady, that an unpoetic cobler re- 
fuses to leave the newly heel-tapped shoes of 
**Mr. Milton’’ without the groat! Is not this 
a check? Ig not our poet brought from his Pe- 
gasus with a jolt that threatens dislocation?— 
We take it, the feeling of an Actor, really 
awakened to worldly pressure, is, in some de- 
gree, the same. He descends from his throne, 
and the breath of assumed royalty is scarcely 
extinct within him, ere ‘‘ our anointed self?’ may 
receive a no very ceremonious deputation from 
a petty creditor, or the personal attack of anen- 
raged ‘* cleanser of soiled linen.’’ 

Our Actor—mind, we are speaking of players 
in the mass—is the inost joyous, careless, super- | 
ficial flutterer in existence. He knows every 
thing, yet has learned nothing, he has played 
at ducks and drakes over every rivulet of infor- 
mation, yet never plunged inch-deép into any- 
thing beyond a play-book, or Joe Miller’s jests, 
If he venture u scrap of Latin, be sure there is 
among his luggage a dictiovary of quotations; if 
he speak of history,—why, be has played in 
Richard and Coriolanus. ‘The stage is with | 
him the fiaed orb around which the whole world | 
revolves, there i3 nothing worthy of a moment’s | 
devotion one hundred yards from the green-room. 
It is amusing to perceive how blind, how dead, 
is our real Actor to the stir and turmoil of poli- 
tics; he will turn from a Salamanca to admire a 
Sir John Brute’s wig; Waterloo sinks into in- 
significance before the amber-headed cane of a 
Sir Peter Teazle. What is St. Stephen’s to him 
—what the memory of Burke and Chatham? To 
be sure, Sheridan is well remembered; but then 
Sheridan wrote the Critic. 


Our Actor is completely great-coated in sclf- 
importance—buttoned up to the throat in the 
impervious inch-thick vest of vanity. We never 
find his nature cold and shivering at the atmos- 
phere of diffidence; no, it glows with all the 
comfortable fervour of self-opinion. Place him 
any where, and it is impossible that he should 
become frozen; every Actor is, in fact, his own 
Vesuvius. In Mallim’s South Wales, there is 
a fine characteristic anecdote of the vanity ofa 
dreamy Methodist; the man had come to so set- 
tled an opinion of his immaculate state, that he 
planted his belief in a dwarf-box, and thus saw 
the memento of his salvation sprouting greenly 
around him. ‘* Howel Harris, saved by grace, 
17—,’’ taught by the clipping sheers, grew let- 
ter by letter in gratifying distinctness. Now 
this is precisely what an Actor practises, only 
with different agents. ‘The walls of his house (if 








he have one) are plastered with his character- 
portraits; he is multiplied a hundred times; turn | 
where we will we meet him—not a niche is va- | 
cant. 

A mackerel lives longer out of water than 
does an Actor out of his element; he cannot, for 
a minute, ‘‘ look abroad into universality.’’— | 
Keep him to the last edition of a new or old 
play, the burning of the two theatres, or an an- 
ecdote of John Kemble, and our Actor sparkles 
amazingly. Put to him an unprofessional ques- | 
tion, and youstrike him dumb; an abstract truth 
locks his jaws. On the contrary listen to the 
stock-joke; lend an attentive ear to the witti- | 
cism clubbed by the whole green-room—for 
there is rarely more than one at a time in cir- 
culation—and no man talks faster—none with! 
a deeper delight to himself—none more pro-|

‘The conversation of our 
Actor is a fine ‘piece of mosaic.’’ Llere 
Shakspeare is laid under contribution—here | 
Farquhar—here Otway. We have an undigest- 
ed mass of quotations, dropping witlwut order 
In words le is absolutely impover- 
ishable. What alion be stalks in a country, 
town! How he stilis himself upon his jokes | 
over the sleek unsuspecting heads of hie astonish. | 
ed hearers! He tells a story; and, for the re- | 
mainder of the night, sits enbosomed in the in- | 
effable lustre of his humour. 

An Actor ‘can always be recognized in the 
street; he seems at ease (for where is he not?) 
in the crowd, yet not one of it. The peacocks 


counted for. The Actor, unlike every other pro- 
fessional man, receives admiration through so 
violent and gross a medium—it conies with such 
a gust upoa his seases, that he cannot maintain 
that equanimity arrived at by the poet, the pain- 
ter, or the sculptor. The man accustomed to esti- 
mate his appearance as the signal of shouts and 
plaudits from congregated thousands, cannot so- 
berly calculate his real importance, but is apt to 
confound his bearing in every other relation of 
life with his mere professiona! value. The ad- 
miration paid to men in other walks of art comes 
to them cooled, purified, and sweetened by dis- 
tance—just as the voluptuous Turk draws the 
bounty of the weed through a dulcifying rivulet 
of rose-water. Now our Actor has it hot-- 
**barning hot’’—and rolling up around him, 
eyes, mouth, nose, ears, all take in the intoxica- 
ting vapour, and a large monster of vanity is 
thereby generated. 

An Actor, in the full enjoyment of his art, 
must experience the most intense and violent 
delight. He fairly bathes himself in the plau- 
dits showered around him: he seems saturated 
Wis commendation. His parson dilates, his 
eye lightens, all the cares of existence are lost, 
annihilated, in the brief rapture of the moment. 
The consciousness of self-importance knocks 
hardly at his heart; his pulses are at full gallop; 
his very being is multiphed. It is to this cause 
that an Actor has less admiration for his author 
than havthe uninitiated man. The Actor loses 
ali recollection of the dramatist in self: he is 
persuaded that he has snatched the unformed 
lump from the author, and, by his own feelings 
and emotions, given shape and beauty to the 
plastic mass! It is he who has made the part. 

The low, creeping envy of the Actor is to be 
accounted for on the same principle as his con- 
ceit: the approbation paid to another reaches 
him as loudly as that awarded to self. Actors 
come in more direct collision with one another 
than any kind of men besides, Hence, there is 
more envy, more low, petty intrigues, ina green- 
room, than in a court of France. 

Popularity is the Actor’s idol. No matter how 
it be gamed, so thatthe preeigus spoil—the gol- 
den bough, “the glittermg aureus ramus—be 
acquired. We will close our paper with a brief, 
yet striking illustration, of this passion: it may 


| stand as an index, a finger-post, to the motives 


of our subject. A manager—wh®d must be taken 
as an Actor with all his feelings and frailties in 
the most intense state of expression, who is, in 
fact, to an Actor, what prussic is to oxalic acid 
—some short time since smote, not a noble Ve- 
netian, but a famous burletta-writer: the blow 
or kick was more deadly from the place where 
it was applied. Our author cited the manager 
before a justice, who, however, pursuing the 
soothing system, dismissed the parties to debate 
the matter with themselves. The manager 
spoke eloquently in extenuation of the error: the 
author still looked sullen. At length the ma- 
nager hit upon a golden expedient; tor, drawing 
up to the modern Lopez, he og imed, in a 
low, persuasive, yet prophetic VOice, at the 
same tim ing one hand, with gentle sig- 
nificance, our author’s shoulder, ** Never 
mind—never, mind, my boy; it will make you 
popular!”’ ,

** Nothing has been more frequently remarked 
than the absurd and insufficient data on which 
foreigners form their notions of national cha- 
racteristics. These are too often founded on 
some slight trait of individual peculiarity, and 
frequently on some deception expressly practised, 
and which certain gullible travellers catch at, 
and get hooked upon, like fish springing at arti- 
ficial flies.

Tt has been recently announced, in the 
literary journals of Lonnox, that Mr. Wu1- 
son Croxrr, the well known Secretary of 
the Admiralty, is employed in preparing 
an edition of Boswrtt’s Life of Jouxsox, 
Mr. Croxer is a very lively writer, and has4 
the reputation of possessing au ample stock 
of that sort of literary information which 
might be applied to illustrate this most de- 
lightful of biograpfiical works. ‘To do his 
work well, however, more accuracy and in- 
dustry will be necessary than can be traced 
in the notes supplied by the same writer to 
the Countess of Surrotx’s Letters, and one 
or two other similar productions attributed 
to him. Still, we need scarcely fear disap- 
pointment in expecting that his labours will 
add materially to the value of the book. 

An anecdote, well deserving to be placed 
among those which Boswztt has recorded, 
has been lately published in the Satem On- 
seRvER. It is from the diary of an inti- 
mate friend of the distingnished artist whose 
first interview with Dr. Jomnson is narrated. 
We may remark that it is strongly charac- 
teristic of both. 

“October 11th, 1821. I this day visited that 
eminent painter, Mr. Stewart, whose excellent 
portraits have conferred an honor on the coun- 
try that gave him birth. In the course of con- 
versation, I inquired of him, if he had ever been, 
while in London, acquainted with Dr. Johnson? 
He replied, that he bad, and that their acquaint- 
ance began with something like a quarrel. He 
then stated, that just after he had left College, 
(the University of Glascow) when he felt strong 
mn classical literature, and just after he had pla- 
ced himself under the tuition of the celebrated 
West, in London, the renowned Lexicographer 
called to see Mr. West, and inquired of him, if 
he could communicate any information concern- 
ing America? Mr. West replied, that it was now 
so long since he had left his country, that it was 
not in his power, but that he had a young man 
then with him, who was recently from America, 
and who probably might be able to gratify his cu- 
riosity. Upon which I was called into the room, 
and Dr. Johnson thus addressed me: ‘ My little 
fellow, can you tell me any thing new concern- 
ing your country?’ Feeling my pride wounded, | 
made no reply. The Doctor then reiterated the 
question in the same language. Feeling my 
cheeks glo ving with indignation I remained si- 
lent. Mr. West inquired of me, if I didnot hear 
Dr. Johnson? The Dr. then said, Sir, if you can 
give me any information respecting America, 
you will oblige me. I now thought that I might 
speak, consistently with a proper degree of self 
respect; and in the most select language that I 
could command, proceeded to relate to Dr. John- 
son whatever I thought might be new and in- 
teresting to him onthe subject. When I had 
finished speaking, the Doctor asked Mr. West, 
how it happened that the Americans excelled 
the English in speaking their own language.— 
Mr. West then asked the Doctor if it could be 
so? To which the Doctor replied, you may find 
Sir, that it is so from the conversation of this 
gentleman. The Doctor immediately turned to 
me, and asked from what source I had derived 
my knowledge of the English language? Not yet 
having got over my irritation, I replied, not Sir 
from your Dictionary. The Doctor now burst 
into so violent a fit of laughter, that he shook 
the whole room and almost the house. Ever, 
after this, we were on the best terms.’’

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Governor Lincoun, of MAssaCHUSETTS, in 
his speech to the Legislature, delivered on Sa- 
turday last, observes that the revenue continues 
to fall short of the ordinary expenses of the go- 
vernment, and strenuously recommends the im- 
position of a State tax. The character of the 
State, he says, with great truth, suffers by ‘‘ a 
continued resort to loans from unwilling corpo- 
rations, to meet appropriations for the most 
common purposes of government.’’ Upon this 
subject, his Excellency has thought necessary to 
add:—*‘ Nor is it just to these institutions to 
coerce them to the acconimodation. However 
general are the terms of the obligations express- 
ed in their charters, it was never designed nor 
contemplated, that they should be enforced on 
ordinary occasions. It is upon sudden and 
unforeseen emergencies, or under peculiar and 
unusual circumstances only, that this recourse 
should be had. It is an oppression too upon the 
citizens, in their business transactions, which 
often depend upon facilities to be derived from 
Banks, that they are subjected to disappoint- 
ments from the necessity imposed upon the Cor- 
porations of a prompt compliance with the 
Treasurer’s requisitions. If the occasion for 
borrowing cannot now be provided against, how 
is the demand for payment hereafter to be met? 
Will the people be more ready to submit to tax- 
ation to extinguish a debt, than they are to pre- 
vent it from being contracted? Will any state 
of the country better justify a reasonable exac- 
tion, than its present peaceful and prosperous 
condition? I trust there is but one sentiment on 
this subject, and that immediate and adequate 
provision will be made to relieve the Common- 
wealth from the humiliation of further depend- 
ence upon luans, and the people from the more 
grievous apprehension of a debt rapidly accumu- 
lating, without reference to time, or manner, or 
appropriation of funds, for its redemption.”’ 

The chief topic of the speech is the benefit 
to be derived from the introduction of rail-roads 
into the State. The opinions urged in the fol- 
lowing passage, will be approv ed, we apprehend, 
by all but the Baltimore editors:—* It has been 
objected, that the Western Rail road is but a 
matter of local interest, to benefit, in an especial 
manner, the citizeas of Boston and the inhabi- 
tants of a narrow district of country upon the 
route of its location.

(Gan the 
other hand, suffer the course of her prosyerity 
to be arrested, her trade to decline, her pcpula- 
tion to remove, her capital to be transferred to 
other citics, and where but upon the country, 
and upon whom but the yeomanry, will tle de- 
mands for the support of Government be devolv- 
ed! It is no less essential to the prosperty of 
the whole body politic, that the commercial ca- 
pital of the Commonwealth should be sustained 
in vigor, than in the animal structure, that the 
heart, the seat of life, which sends forth the vi- 
tal fluid to warm and animate the extrewities, 
should beat with strong pulsations, to preserve 
health and soundness in every part of the aatu- 
ral body.”’

Mr. H. E. Dwiaurt, of New Haven, in the 
volume of travels which he has recently puolish- 
ed, gives the annexed brief sketch of the princi- 
pal German Linrartrs:—“ A traveller in 
Germany finds it difficult to proceed a day’s jour- 
ney, in any direction north of the Mayne, with- 
out discovering something to remind lim, in the 
small cities through which he passes, that intel- 
lectual cultivation is an object of great impor- 
tance to the respective governments. In enter- 
ing Germany from Strasburg, and travelling a few 
miles north, he arrives at Carlsruhe, where a li- 
brary of 70,000 volu:ines unfolds its treasures. 
A few hours ride brings him to Heidelberg, where 
he discovers another of fifty thousand. After 
proceeding about thirty miles, he enters Darm- 
stadt, where he bec ldsa third, containi ng eighty 
five thousand; at Mayence another of ninety 
thousand; and in the commercial city of Frank- 
fort, still another of one hundred thousand vo- 
lumes, evinces the noble spirit which has ani- 
mated the enlightened merchants ofthat city.— 
As he leaves the latter town for Gottingen, he 


stops at Giessen, not far from: thirty miles, and 
in this small university he is surprised to find a 
collection of only twenty thousand volumes; but 
he soon learns that at Marburg, twenty miles 
farther, is another of fifty-five thousand; and at 
Cassel, sixty miles from Marburg, a third; of 
from ninety to one hyndred thousand volumes, 
adorns the capital of Hesse. On arriving at Got- 
tingen, the next day in time to dine, he beholds, 
with astonishment, three hundred thousand vo- 
lumes, all collected within less than a century.

# We have received, says the New York Albion, 
a file of papers from the above settlement, and 
in looking ever them we have been truly sur- 
prised at their contents. ‘These papers describe 
a state of society which we had no idea cxisied 
in any part of the King’s dominions—the co- 
loured population there scems to have equal 
privileges with the white, and are actually strug- 
gling with them for political ascendency! Peo- 
ple of colour, it appears, are admitted to the 
Councils of the Settlement, where they indulge 
na freedom of debate with the whites, border- 
ng upon defiance. This must be very comfort- 
ing to Mr. Fowell Buxton, Mr. Zachariah 
Maccauley, and the people of that ilk. The 
march of intellect has fairly overtaken the sa- 
sle gentry in those regions, The matter will 
be better understood, if we briefly sketch the 
form of government established in the colony.

only fifty eggs—a moderate allowance; as many lay in- 
finitely more. I have, for example, now before me, a 
sheet of paper, on which an uncommonly beantiful moth 
has deposited apwards of two hundred eggs; all of which, 
in turn, may be expected to produce an equal number. 
Now is the time, good people, gardeners and all, to 
handle your arms, and use your eyes! Examine the 
upper part of your trees, both public and private; and 
the leaves, riddled by these little foragers, (who are 
only in the line of their duty,) will readily detect their 
location. A few days’ attention now will destroy the 
whole of this first brood, and thus prevent a second 
host overwhelming us, with the ravage and destruction 
of our trees, a few weeks hence. 

iF Look at the upper parts of your trecs, 
mind the trunks at present. 


Never 
The caterpillars will not 
devour that part; altuough their too frequeat destruction 
of the foliage will hasten the decay and death even of 
the more solid parts. 

Never mind spirits of tarpentine, and tin gutters round 
the trunk. If you kill the young brood adore, there 
will be none to drown hereafter. It may be a less pro-

Very few dry goods have arrived for the Que- 
bec market. The Montreal market has, how- 
ever, been very well supplied, probably with a 
view to speculate on the high duties imposed by 
the American tariff. The total loss of the Joseph, 
with a very full cargo, will unite to make the 
importation short, and prices rather higher than 
customary, at least until the return of the fall 
ships. The sales by auction have consequently 
been inconsiderable; it cannot, however, be ex- 
pected that the means of the country will per- 
mit extensive purchases. 

Several of the West India traders afier delay 
have got up into port. The first cost in the 
islands will probably have limited the purchases 
for the Canada market. A great deal of the 
rum now imported passes immediately into the 
grocers’ hands, who adulterate it with high proof 
whiskey of domestic manufacture: so much ig 
this the case, that only 3 or 4 houses retain 
stock any length of time on hand. This condi 


vantageous, as it will increase the consumpti 
of grain in the Province used in distilling whise” 
key; but there is always something wrong in 
such adulteration. It will probably be found — 
that the importation of rum will annually dimine 
ish, until whiskey becomes the general substie — 


A large quantity of potatoes have arrived’ 
from Ireland, and they have fallen from 2s, 8d, 
a 23s. 6d. to Is. Sd. per bushel; at this last price 
the importations will, we imagine, still pay well, 
This is the first instance of an extensive impor- 
tation of this vegetable within our recollection. 
The failure of the grain harvest for the twolast 
seasons forced a large part of the population of 
our towns to the potatoe as food, a far greater 
consumption than usual occurred, and prices rose. 
The consumption of oatmeal was also consider- 
able, but owing to the deticiency of oat-mills, 
(a resource which ought to be much encouraged,) 
oaten flour sold nearly as high as wheaten, viz, 
18s. currency a cwt. while the latter brought 
only 22s. 6d. a 25s. currency.

May 30.—We have before 
us a stalk of the Asparagus with which we are 
favoured by a gentleman whose garden is in the 
immediate vicinity of this city.

Cleaveland, (Ohio) May 16.—The waters of 
Lake Erie within the last three years have made 
rapid and extensive inroads upon the rich and 
beautiful lands which skirts its Southern Shore.
